Despite  the  tact  that  the  Tyler  Hio;h  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  this  year  been 
deprived  of  its  source  of  revenue  by  the  abolishing  of  the  Students'  Supply  Store,  it  has 
accomplished  much.  Due  to  the  fact  that  it  is  impossible  for  the  high  school  to 
comply  with  the  rides  of  the  National  Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce,  it  was  necessary 
to  change  its  name  to  the  one  by  which  it  is  now  known,  the  Tyler  High  Chamber 
oi'  Commerce. 

As  a  result  of  the  efforts  of  the  club,  a  bulletin  board  has  been  placed  in  the  hall 
across  from  the  office.  It  has  proveti  itself  very  beneficial  to  the  students.  The 
club  also  repaid  Mrs.  Owens  ten  dollars  which  she  had  spent  as  the  balance  necessary 
to  purchase  a  picture  for  the  school.  Besides  these  expenditinxs,  ten  dollars  have  been 
given  toward  the  biulding  of  the  tennis  court.  Perhaps  the  most  important  step 
taken  to  arouse  the  interest  of  the  students  toward  the  welfare  of  the  school  was 
one  in  which  the  club  sponsored  a  library  drive  for  books  to  be  donated  to  the  library. 
The  T.  H.  C.  of  C.  urged  the  Parent-Teachers  Association  to  have  shrubbery  planted 
on  the  school  grounds.  This  step  was  taken,  and  not  only  are  the  grounds  beautified 
to  a  great  extent,  but  through  the  appeal  of  this  organization  and  the  faculty,  the 
students  do  not  abuse  the  shrubbery,  and  they  take  |iride  in  having  the  grounds  kept 
orderly  and  beautiful. 

It  is  most  evident  then  that  the  club  well  fulfills  its  piu'pose  of  promoting  the 
welfare  of  the  school.  Since  it  is  the  outstanding  organization  of  the  school,  and 
since  it  is  gradually  growing  as  the  years  roll  by,  it  seems  safe  to  say  that  in  future 
years  the  Tyler  High  Chamber  of  Commerce  v\'ill  prove  itself  an  even  greater  asset 
to  the  school  than  it  has  been  heretofore,  and  will  continue  to  go  a  long  way  toward 
promoting  good  will  among  the  students  and  faculty  of  the  high  school.
